Mavor Fitzgerald today took steps

POWERFUL BRITISH AIRSHIPS 
NOW NEARING COMPLETION 


Vessel’ Expected to Be the Largest sid One of the Fastest 


in the World—One of 
Is Laid Out in Panis. 


Best Equipped Aerodromes 


(Special to The Monitor.) 

LON DON—The new British built air- 
ship for the navy, a vessel which is ex- 
pected to be the largest, one of the fast- 
est, and the most powerful airship in 
the world, is nearing completion. Tie 
original intention had been to use alumi- 
num for ‘the construction of the metal 
and rigid section of the hull, but, it is 
now reported, the construtcors, Messrs. 
Vickers Sons & Co., have discovered a 
new alloy which they intend to use for 
the purpose. This alloy is said to be 
nearly seven times stronger than alumi- 
num and weighing but very little more. 

It is understood that the permanent 
quarters of this air vessel will be on 
the northeast coast, and that it will be 
constantly engaged in cruising along the 
coast as well as out at sea. Since it is 
essential that a vessel used for this pur- 
pose should be able to travel in all 
weathers, special attention has been 


It is probable 
that the preliminary trials of this, the 
first British built air vessel for the ad- 
miralty, will take place in June or July| 
next.

SPAIN ENJOINS PERU 
ANDECUADOR NOT 10 
START HOSTILITIES 


MADRID—The Spanish cabinet des- 
patched to the cabinets of Peru and 
Ecuador telegrams on Wednesday en- 
joining those governments to adopt a 
conciliatory attitude toward each other, 

This action on the part of Spain, 
which wields considerable influence in 
South America as the ancestral land of 
the South Americans, is another result 
of the closer communion which has been 
growing for several vears between Spain 
and her former colonies. 

WASHINGTON — Consul Dietrich at 
Guayaquil reports that the Peruvian 
consul, after taking refuge in the Ameri- 
can consulate, has sailed for Lima, owing 
to the difficultieg between Eeuador and 
Peru. 

The interests of Latin America and the 
United States hinge upon the possibili- 
ties of general chaos which confronts the 
Pan-American conference which was to 
be held at Buenos Aires in July and for 
whieh the United States has made exten- 
sive preparations. This is essentially a 
peace conference for the promotion of 
friendship and commercial cooperation 
between the American republics. 

It is expected that Peru will break off 
diplomatic relations with Colombia 4s a 
result of the offer of the latter country 
of 6000 arms to Ecuador. This will leave 
Peru in bad relations with Colombia, 
Eevador and Chile. Bolivia and Argen- 
tina have also served diplomatic rela- 
tions. 

Jt is doubtful whether the delegations 
of these countries can meet on the floo 
of the conference. In addition Nicaragu 
has no government that is recognized by 
the United States,

PARIS — Among other subjects dis- 
cussed during the tariff debate in the 
Senate, one of the most important has, 
been British textile machinery, for which 
an increased duty of f.12, f.15 and f.18

AUSTRALIAN ROAUS 
ARE SLOW IN MOVING 
LARGE WHEAT GROP 


(Special to The Monitor.) 

SYDNEY, N. S. W.—In spite of the 
efforts of the railway department to 
make use of all available rolling stock 
for the transport of wheat from up- 
country stations to the docks, there are, 
it is reported, large amounts of grain 
accumulating in different localities. 

In New South Wales deputations are 
coming into the towns ‘eomplaining_ of 
the shortage of rolling stock in the coun- 
try districts.” There is, they declare, an 
insufficient supply of trucks in every 
country station, and this increases the 
cost of handling owing to, the necessity 
of storing the grain at the stations. 

While it is not expected that the 
railways should be in a position to clear 
the wheat as fast as it is delivered when 
the rush is at its greatest, it is main- 
tained that a reasonable supply of roll- 
ing stock should be provided. It is be- 
lieved that as many as 100,000 bags will 
be stacked at some stations. 


To Found Artistic and Literary Colony Near Paris

the tribute appear before the Emperor of 
China in Nepalese robes, but after re- 
ceiving titles and decorations in Peking 
they are required on their return to make 
the entire journey on Chinese and Thi- 
betan soil in Chinese official dress. In the 
treaty negotiated between Nepal and 
Thibet in 1854 it is expressly stated that 
“the states of Gurkha (or Nepal) and 
Thibet have both borne allegiance to the 
Emperor of China up to the present 
time.”

the case opened in September, 1909. 
Mr. Simpson devoted most of his time 


today to an‘ attempt to show that the 
letters brought into court by counsel for 
the respondent, purporting to have been 
written by James Rousseau, are not suffi- 
icent evidence to prove that the Dakota 
claimant is James Rousseau and not 
Daniel Blake Russell. 

He called to the attention of Fata 
Lawton the testimony of Professor Guild 
and Doctor Hamiltgn, handwriting ex- 
perts, who united in, saying that the 
papers in one of these most important 
so-called Jetters had been artificially 
aged. 

“This testimony,” Mr. Simpson said, 
“has not been contradicted by the ex- 
perts for the respondents.” 

Relative, to the envelope purporting to 
have on the reverse side the back stamp 
of Utica, N. Y., Mr. Simpson pointed out 
to the court that counsel for the claim- 
ant had produced the man who stamped 
all the Utica (N. Y.) letters at the time 
the back stamp‘in question was said to 
have been made, William M. Phileo. Mr. 
Phileo, he said, declared on the witness 
stand that the impression was not made 
in the ordinary course of business at the 
Utica postofftice. 

He asked Judge Lawton to compare 
the railway postoffice stamp on the face 
of one of the Rousseau letters and a 
genuine impression made by the mati 
clerk in charge.of the stamp. Mr. Simp. 
son argug@l that a superficial glance 
shows that the first is not genuine. 

Mr. Simpson referred to the letters 
bearing on the back the postmark 
“Sandy Creek, N. D., April 20, 1905,” 
and on the reverse .the back stamp 
Medora, N. D., bearing the same date. 
He said that the schedule of the United 
States mail service between those two 
towns at the time the letter is purported 
to have been mailed made it impossible 
for the letter to bear a cancellation 
stamp and a back stamp of the same 
date. 

In reply to the statement by Attorney 
Nason, counsel for the respondent, in 
his closing argument, that the claimant 
had testified that he did not recall at- 
tending Comer’s Commercial College, Mr. 
Simpson said that the claimant had no 
recollection of having attended Comer’s, 
but he did remember, and had so stated 
on the witness stand, that he had at- 
tended “a writing school.” 

Mr. Simpson explained to Judge Law- 
ton that owing to the short period dur- 
ing which the claimant attended this 
school, and after a lapse of so many 
vears it was perfectly natural for him 
to forget the name of the school. 

Today’s proceedings were by far the 
most dramatic since the long trial be- 
gan in September, 1909. Hundreds of 
persons thronged the corridors of the 
court house, appearing early as 8 
a. m., although the proceedings were 
not to be resumed until 9:30 a. m. A 
large proportion of the spectators who 
pained admission to the court room were 
from Melrose. 

Although William C. Russell and his 
attorneys are said to have come to the 
conclusion that the Fresno claimant 
Maniel Blake Russell, and will announce 
it soon, they are very anxious that 
nothing that may serve to prove his iden- 
tity shall be overloeked.

This island is little known, being out 
of the track of ordinary continental 
travelers. Yet it has much of interest 
and beauty, and is worth a journey to 
see. Atanding south in the Mediterra- 
nean sea, its climate is perfect, and so 
even in the winter months, that 
fireplaces and heating appliances are 
unknown in the houses of the old inhabi- 
tants and few in the modern buildings. 
The meople are a mixture of eastern and 
Spanish races, and @heir character. de- 
notes. much of the tavp, the courtesy and 
romance of — the Spaniard, with the 
eagtern’s pride and seclusion of their 
wotven. 

“Of this ,race the De Candias proved 
themselves worthy types, and their mame 
as gallant soldiers passed from father 
to son. Sardinia, like England, can 
boast of never having been subdued by 
thé ‘conqueror Bonaparte. It was from 
Mario’s birthplace, too, that Nelson sailed 
when he left to pursue the French war- 
ships, a pursuit which ended in the ever- 
memorable victory of Trafalgar. 

As a young officer of the Piedmontese 
army, Mario was bound to disobey his 
king, or-betray those who became the 
forerunners “Of a patriotism that Italy 
is, amd must ever be, pyoud of, a patri- 
otism for which her sons suffered gladly. 
Mario's father was a general while still 
a young man. He had fought and been 
wounded when defending Piedmont 
against the French. An old autocrat, 
and a rigid disciplinarian, he could not 
share the ideal of the “Young Italy” 
party, and their ideas were to him noth- 
img but rebellion, disloyalty and insub- 
ordination.” Thus when quite young 
Mario and his father were entirely out 
of sympathy with each dther, where one 
saw honor, the othef saw. disorder and 
weakness. Yet General Don Stefano de 
Candia was a kind ahd most able com- 
mander, and he filled the. post as ‘gov-

assumed the name of Mario as a nom de 
theatre, though to his friends he was 
known by his own name. From 1537, 
when Mario made his debut in Paris. to 
his farewell in 1871 in London, he was 
the idot of the musical world, and wher- 
ever he sang, in France, England, Spain, 
Russia or America, his popularity never 
diminished. His character was noble 
and frank, and hts unbounded and unos- 
tentatious generosity made him beloved 
| both publicly and privately. I can safely 
say he had no enemy on or off the stage. 
His gift of acting was developed by that 
magnificent actress Giulia Grisi, my 
mother. He owed much to her marve'- 
lous genius, and became as famous as she 
in that respect. 

Marion Crawford in one of his delight- 
ful novels says, that it is a rare case 
when one singer is attracted by another, 
but he made the exception of Mario and 
Grisi. Indeed both my parents were 
blessed with exceptional gifts, and both 
used them liberally for the benefit of 
those in want. 

I have been hoping to found a Mario 
scholarship, as only at St. Petersburg is 
his name thus perpetuated.

SHOW APPEALS 
HELP TOWARD FUND 


The atate board of ogricuiters will 


gend out letters this week to all the’ 


agricultural societies of the state asking 
them to contribute funds.for the New 
“England corn exposition which will be 
held in Worcester Nov. 7 to 12 in- 
clusive, A complete premium list of 
tht exposition is to be issued abou‘ 
April 15. 


The exposition is similar in character | 


to that of the New England frui® fair, 
Which was held in Boston last year, to 
Which the agricultural societies con 
tributed about $1200.. It is the hope 
of the board that a still- larger sum 
will be contributed on this occasion, as 
it is believed that it will be for the 
good of the farming interests of New 
England. 

The intention to make this far 
more than a corn show, a8 is implied in 
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sg “LEWIS ELLSWORTH. 
Secretary Massachusetts state board of 
agriculture and treasurer New 
England corn exposition. 
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the name that has been given to the 
affair. The purpose of the exposition, as 
stated by those who are endeavoring to 
make it a success, is to show that 
New England can grow corn, and to im- 
press the people with the value of the 
cereal as a food product. Corn, of 
course, will be shown in vast quantities, 
but the educational features will be of 
vast importance. 

The six New England agricultural col- 
leges and the seven experiment stations 
will make big educational exhibits. Corn 
products, consisting of more than 100 
commercial articles, it is said, will be 
shown, many of them in the process of 
manufacture. There will also be lec- 
tures on corn improvements and general 
agricultural subjects which will be given 
daily. The manner of seed testing, corn 
and grain judging will also be given. 

The United States department of agri- 
culture has promised to furnish interest- 
ing and valuable exhibits, ’ 

Another interesting feature will be a 
cooking school, in which will be taught 
the proper preparation of corn for human 
consumption. 

Over $5000 in premiums have’ been 
offered. As the exposition is for all 
New: England, there are prizes for which 
only residents of particular states will 
be allowed to compete. There will be 
single-ear competitions, 10-ear competi- 
tions and 80-ear competitions. There will 
be even a competition confined to boys 
and girls under 16 years of age. 

The fertilizer people will make ex- 
tensive exhibits, not only showing their 
wares, but they will -make fine educa- 
tional exhibits by showing all kinds of 
fertilizing materials with proper expla- 
nation of their source, value, composition, 
and something about the processes of 
manufacture. These people have also 
_ Offered extensive prizes. 

. There will be an exhibit of plants, 
tillage machinery, harvesters, silage cut- 
ters, silos, shredders and all the rest of 
the implements used in the growing and 
harvesting of corn. All these will have 
an educational value in New England.

ROADS 10 SUBURGS 
ADOPT LIGHTER CAR 
FOR THEIR SERVICE 


Lighter yet stronger cars have been the 
subject. of a thorough investigation by 
the engineers of the Boston & Northern 
and Old Colony Street Railway Compan- 
ies, with the result that there are now 
being placed in service on the lines of 
these companies 44 of the new steel semi- 
convertibles of the new “1909” type, 
which are 6610 pounds lighter than the 
“1907” type of semi-convertible used on 
the two systems. 

The general plan of the new design is 
to duplicate the seating capacity of the 
old semi-convertibles and at the same 
time to cut down every ounce in weight 
which can be spared without the sacri- 
fice of necessary strength. 

The reduction of car weights is one 
of the tendencies in the fleld of rolling 
stock today. In the campaign to ac- 
complish a decrease in the cost of oper- 
ation, car design has been one of the 
latest points of attack. The reduced 
weight means lessened cost of power, 
lower maintenance expense, more rapid 
acceleration and braking for the same 
expenditure and absorption of energy, 
besides which the lessened wear on the 
tracks and joints must also be taken

The reduction in weight has been al- 
‘lowed to interfere with the comfort of 
‘the passenger in no way. Comparison 
‘of the design with that of the 1907 
model shows that the gain in head room 
affords better ventilation and the in-

/highly appreciated, for two persons sit- 
ting on the same cross seat are not so 
crowded as in the earlier car.

‘equally high sections, the lower portions 
being carried downward into a pocket ex- 
tending slightly below the floor level,

ithe roof. This reduction in weight of 
glass carried up into the roof enabled 
ithe engineers to secure a much lighter

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WESTERN FREIGHT 
RATE ADVANCE 


CHICAGO—An advance in the freight 
rates on many commodities by the rail- 
roads running west of Chicago, which 
has been expected by the shippers for 
several weeks, was made, it is believed, 
at a meeting of the presidents and chief 
executive officers in charge of traffic 
of the western lines Wednesday after- 
noon. Those present ‘were reluctant to 
discuss the result of the conference be- 
yond declaring that nothing definite had 
been accomplished. 


It was learned, however, that the prin- 
cipal subject of discussion during the 
session was the question of advancing 
many of the special commodity rates in 
carloads from Chicago to Nissouri river 
points and St. Paul. The railroads are 
agreed that many of these rates, which 
originally represented special concessions 
to large shippers, are too low as com- 
pared with the class rates, which average 
25 per cent higher for similar articles 
of freight. 

Rates on agricultural implements and 
farm machinery, brick, cement, tile, drain 
and sewer pipe and iron and-steel prod- 
ucts are considered too low. 
and 75 per cent of the traffic between 
Chicago and the Missouri river moves 
under commodity rates and the St. Paul 
and Missouri river tariffs include about 
150 articles which are under considera- 
tion in the plans for obtaining more 
revenues.

SAN ANTONIO, Tex.—For the purpose 
of developing the Mexican ports along 


April 21 


the gulf, the National Lines of Mexico 
may in the near future cancel all through 
rates with American railroads. The 
matter has been under consideration for 
some time, and definite action in favor 
of the ports is expected within a few 
days. It is undérstood that the National 
Lines will also use this in order to get 
better terms from the American trunk 
lines on long hauls. With Vera Cruz 
developed as a first class port. the Amer- 
ican roads would: have to give the Na- 
tional what is known as water rates or 
lose practically all of their through and 
long haul business. 

Railroad men in a position to know are 
of the opimion that the cancellation of 
the present rate contracts by the Na- 
tional would divert all freight to Vera 
Cruz and the steamer lines the system 
operates from that point. 

The National Lines are controlled by 
the Mexican government and are the 
result of a gigantic merger brought 
about two years ago. The system is 
operated on practically government own- 
ership lines.

The 
diamonds are used in the trueing of emery 
wheels, and in’ most large factories sev- 
eral of them are destroyed each month 
in this service. The diamonds used are 
large, but they are of an inferior quality 
and are known as bort diamonds. They 
are usually imported from Asia. They 
have a faint sparkle although they are 
uncut. j 

A radiating crystallization destroys 
their value as ornaments because they 
will not take a polish, but it fits them 
particularly for cutting and grinding 
work, as they will not crumble.—The To- 
ledo Times. 


Making and Testing 
Incandescent Mantles 


Few people know what makes the 
incandescent gas mantle glow with such 
brillianey. It is a substance called tho- 
rium, obtained in the form of a phosphate 
from monazite, which is found most plen- 
tifully in North Carolina. 

Thorium is one of a series of rare 
earths, all of which have the property 
of glowing brightly when rendered incan- 
descent. The monazite contains only 
about five per cent of it, and, before it is 
ready for use, it has to be put through a 
rather elaborate process in order to ren- 
der it soluble in water. 

The mantles are woven of cotton, and 
after being dipped in the solution of 
thorium, are placed on trames to dry. 
When they are put on gas fixtures the 
cotton is burned away by the touch of 
a match and the thorium remains to shed 
jllumination when raised to a high heat.

GOVERNOR Draper of Massachusetts con- 
fesses that he is one of those who believe 
that conditions in this country at present are 
good, and that while we are having difficulty 
with high prices in many things, taking 
everything into consideration the country was 
never more prosperous. Discussing three 
great industries of the state in a recent | 
address, the Governor declared that everyone || 
employed ‘in the manufacture of woolens past 2 

and worsteds is paid higher prices than have ever before prevailed; 
millions of dollars are being expended in the construction of new 
mills to be devoted almost entirely to the manufacture of the finer 
fabrics of cotton which are now made largely in foreign countries 
and sold here ; and the percentage of shoe workers employed at good 
wages is as large as at any previous time. 

The Governor remarked that there is no barometer that so 
quickly and well shows the prosperity of our community as the condi- 
tion of our savings banks, and he. cited the fact that in 1909 the 
deposits increased more than in any other year in our history, 
$31,000,000. At the same time the interest paid by the savings banks 
to the depositors was in excess of $27,000,000. The deposits.in our 
savings banks were $16,000,000 more in 1909 than in the year 
before, while withdrawals of deposits were $15,000,000 less than 
in 1908. |

David S$. Rose, a Democrat, the city has been loose in its allegiance 
to the old party. It has now elected a Secial Democrat to its highest 
office. No other city of great size in this country has been carried by 
the socialists, however designated. The Social Democrat 1s less 
philosophical than many of his school, less radical than many, more 
practical than most. He is not content merely with the contemplation 
of ideals. Like'his German brethren, he is out for results, here and 
now. 

The political situation in Milwaukee has of late been much 
complicated. It is impossible at present to trace to its source the 
cause of the upheaval which on Tuesday made a mayor of Emil 
Seidel, socialist. The socialists in Milwaukee are numerous, but 
by careful observers it is believed that they are not numerous enough 
to carry the city without considerable help from the outside. State 
politics, the fight for the senatorship, and numerous other things have 
assisted in shaping the result. The point of greatest interest 1s that 
we have a large city for the first time.in socialistic hands. What will 
happen to it? Says Victor Bergen, one of the most prominent of the 
socialist leaders, who, by the way, is a substantial business man: “I 
ascribe our victory to the abuse of the socialistic red flag. The old 
parties made the charge against us that we advocated bullets when 
ballots were of no avail. This falsehood made us votes. Now we 
shall have a chance to prove that we are not a party of blood and 
bloody revolutionists.” 

They will have a chance to prove and to disprove many other 
things, also.. They will have a chance to prove that good citizens 
have as little to fear and as much to hope from socialism as from 
Republicanism or Democracy. They will have a chance to prove 
themselves capable of administering the affairs of the public intelli- 
gently, honestly, efficiently. If they prove these things, the Milwau- 
kee election will be remembered as marking the beginning of a new 
period of political enlightenment in this country.

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It 1s-A curious fact that Monsieur Briand, 
who a few months ago was a socialistic 
leader, should today not only be prime 
minister of France, but should actually be 
developing into the hope of the country as 
the man possibly capable of softening the 
acerbities of party politics by conciliating the 
varidus groups and interests in such a way 
as to establish a more stable form of govern- 
ment in the republic. Monsieur Briand, like 
Monsieur Clemenceau, isa man of affairs, but, though like Clemen- 
ceau, he can hit hard when the occasion warrants it, he possesses 
something which was always lacking in the ex-premier, the power of 
self-control. Monsieur Clemenceau, who remained first minister of 
the republic for an unprecedented time and in face of the greatest 
difficulties, fell, 1t might be said, because he did not choose to survive. 
He seemed to be forever asking himself, the question, “Do I not well 
to be angry 7” and to be answering it so emphatically in the affirmative 
that when the Chamber stood waiting expectantly for the soft word 
which would enable it to express once more its confidenve in him, he 
answered with a sarcasm. Kecently, in very similar circumstances, 
Monsieur Briand, by a speech of an extraordinarily brilliant descrip- 
tion, succeeded in so completely reassuring the Senate that a debate 
which might quite easily have closed in disgster to him was converted 
into the most decisive victory, a vote of confidence in the government 
being carried by 261 to 14. 

Like most of the mauvais quarts d’heures of succeeding French 
governments the storm arose ina minute. The immediate cause was 
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Lerroux's reply to this acclamation took the form of a speech 
which left nothing to be desired either in directness or in vigor. 
England, he declared, was the political axle of the world, and in the 
struggle between Conservatism and Liberalism in England at the 
moment the peace of Europe was intimately bound up. At the same 
time, he continued, the axle of Spanish politics was in Rome, and 
Spain was governed not by the cabinet in Madrid but by the cabinet in 
the Vatican, the real minister being not Senor Canalejas but the 
papal nuncio. There would never, he concluded, be either freedom 
in politics or peace in the homes of the people until this domination 
was broken. 

Such, briefly, were the words of the man who has succeeded 
to Ferrer’s place, and who without Ferrer’s moderation is beginning 
to exercise something of his power. He is no novice in politics, 
having been one of the Republican leaders in the peninsula for the 
past nine years, but he has to thank the Spanish government, in all 
probability, for having provided him with a future. He was born, 
according to a correspondent of the Times who has studied his 
career, at La Raimbia, in Cordova, and is partially of French descent. 
His father was a veterinary surgeon. He himself served for a time 
as a soldier, and leaving the army as a sergeant became a journalist. 
In the year 1900 he was called to Barcelona to organize the general 
strike which resulted from the attempt to suppress anarchism in that 
town, with the result that he quickly became a leader of the Catalonian 
Republicans. A year later he was elected for the Cortes for Barce- 
lona as a Republican, after a futile and outrageous attempt of the 
government to falsify the returns. About this time he became 
the editor of a Republican anti-clerical paper known as La Rebeldia. 
owing probably to the fact that only an editor who is a deputy is 
immune from prOsecution. 51x years later, in the election of 1907, 
he lost his seat, mainly owing to the physical violence which had been 
bred by the polemical violence of his articles. He at once fled to 
France, and in his absence was tried and condemned to imprisonment. 
He returned to Barcelona at the time of the outbreak of 1909. and 
plunged without hesitation into his old role of agitator. Nothing, 
perhaps, illustrates the alternate strength and weakness of the govern- 
ment more than the fact that Ferrer was arrested while he was 
allowed to preach sedition at the street corners. The explanation 
seems to have been that Ferrer, a mere professor, was regarded as a 
safe object for attack, while Lerroux, as the head of a powerful 
secret organization, was regarded as capable of inflicting reprisals. 

Of course such a man has two characters. To his enemies he 
is an adventurer, a blackmailer and a thief. To his friends he is a 
fearless revolutionary, but one also who has founded institutions of 
practical value to the poor. .In the present condition of Spanish 
politics an unprejudiced view of his career would be probably impossi- 
ble to arrive at. The one fact that stands out beyond question is 
that the execution of Ferrer has produced a leader far more 
dangerous, in all probability, to the interests that ordained it.

| feathers to this country annually are valued 

at $11,000,000, while the valuation = of 
diamond imports at the last census was only about $12,000,000. 
Active efforts are being made by the Audubon and other societies in 
behalf of our feathered friends and should have hearty support. 
A bill is before the New York Legislature which prohibits the 
possession of wild birds or parts thereof, whether coming from 
without the state or within, the fact that any birds belong to a 
different species from those native to the state constituting no defense 
to the possession thereof. There is claimed to be need of instruction 
in our schools on the value of bird life, since boys not infrequently 
wantonly destroy robins and other birds and their nests. The robin 
should be protected also from cats. 

The helpful work that can be done is illustrated by the example 
of George E. Hoxie of Westerly, R. I. He isa great lover of birds 
and has about his farmhouse twenty-two birdhouses, all of which 
were occupied last season, there being two nests of:bluebirds and 
twenty nests of stump swallows. Besides these there were raised 
about the buildings four nests of barn swallows, one nest of chimney 
swallows and seven nests of eave swallows, totaling about 200 birds, 
young and old. Then there were within 500 feet of the house ten 
robin nests, one oriole, one waxwing, one house wren, two chippins, 
two ground sparrows, and one kingbird, making in all eighteen 
nests, with 300 insect-destroying songsters that were not only a 
continual joy but a source of profit. Mr. Hoxie attributes a big 
vield of apples last season to the destruction by birds of the insect 
pest that assails the apples from bloom to finish, and he advises other 
farmers to encourage bird life.
